AprxGcpon, Va., Aug. 20.—Congressman 


Fulkerson, who for years has been one of 
Mahone’s most valuable and confidential 
leaders, has openly denounced his chief and 
announced his determination of cutting loose 


from him in future. Fulkerson made a speech 


here last evening in which he announced him- 
self as an anti-Mahone candidate for Congress 


in this district. He handled his old teacher 


in unmeasured terms, and said Mahone was 
running both the Repubjican and Keadjuster 
parties in this State for his own advancement 
and not for the advane tof the interests 
of the people. There is no one in the State 
better informed as to Mahone’s movements 
and personal aims than Fulkerson. For 
years he had been intimately associated with 
the Senator in politics amd in railroad enter- 
prises in this State. The rupture between 
these two leaders commenced during the ses- 
sion of the Legislature, and was caused by 
Fulkerson championing the cause of ex- 
Auditor Massey in his bitter fight against 
the caucus rule adopted atthe instance of 
Mahone for the overthrow of the Auditor. 
The district now represented by Fulkerson 
is composed entirely of untain counties. 
This district will be the baitle-ground in the 
SS campaign, and Mahone is doing all 
n his power to harmontZe matters. He has 
vainly endeavored to conciliate Fulkerson, 
and et him back into the traces. 
The latter could easily have secured 
the nomination of the Coalition Convention 
held at Marion, a few a ago, had he been 
willing to run on the tform which Ma- 
hone had previously pre „and which. 
the convention adopted, indorsing the Ad- 
ministration and pledging the allegiance of 
the Ceulitionist party to President Arthur. 
Fulkerson’s friends believe that Mahone 
really contemplated offering him the Pe- 
ruvian mission, but the announcement in 
these dispatches of that determination de- 
terred him from doing 80. Fulkerson is a 
shrewd politician, but unless he can get 
Newberry, an independent Readjuster can- 
didate, out of his way he stands very little 
chance of being elected. Both 2 es are 
concentrating their or in Fulkerson’s 
district, and the fight be a bitter and 
fierce one, with the chaneesin favor of the 
election of Bowen, Mahone’s candidate.

ALEXANDER STEPHENS TO BE CALLED TO 
ACCOUNT.

ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 29.—Alexander H. 
Stephens, candiaate of the Democracy of 
Georgia for Governor, reached Atlanta to- 
night, and was met at the train by several of 
the members of the State Executive Commit- 
tee of the Democratic party ot Georgia. He

is here, so it is stated, for the purpose of. 


meeting and conferring with the State Exec- 
utive Committee, that body having been 
summoned to Atlanta with the view of tak- 
ing some action upon his candidacy. Ste- 
phens was first brought to light politically as 
a candidate for Governor by a committee of 
Independent Democrats, and as soon as he 
was placed before the people as a suitable 
man to fill the Executive chair the organ- 
ized Democracy. fearing that, if Stephens 
made the race, he would be elected, hurried- 
ly called a convention, which body, acting 
under instructions of a few bosses, nominat- 
ed him as the candidage of the party. His 
nomination was torced by a ring of politi- 
cians, who promised thai ‘Stephens, who has 


been an Independent ocrat since the 
War, would become r after he 


was nominated, and wage war upon Emery 
Speer, of the Ninth, who is applying for re- 
election, and ex-Congressman Felton, who is 
trying to oust Clements, of the Seventh, who 
defeated Felton in 1880 for Congress. Since 
the nmomination Stephens has taken 
no steps to defeat either Fel- 
ton or Speer, and, in consequence, 
the organized 12 — is very much dis- 
organized, one fattion believing that Ste- 
phens is in sympathy with Felton and Speer, 
and the other being reminded daily of the 
promise that if Stephens was nominated the 
Independent candidates would be beaten 
through his agency on the stump. Con- 
spicuous among the ranks of the organized 
Democrats of the State are to be seen monu- 
ments of disgust over the nomination, many 
believing that Stephens flirted with the con- 
vention to get the nomination. There has 
been no enthusiasm manifested over his 
nomination, and his candidacy is now quite 
flat. The organized Democrats say 
they will not vote for Stephens 
unless he comes out flatfooted and de- 
nounces all independent candidates as rene- 
gades and traitors to the party. Ontheother 
hand, Speer and Felton's frienis say that to 
do this Stephens will have to go back on 
his own record, and at the same time draw 
such fire from the Independent leaders as is 
not desirable at this season of the campaign. 
It is stated tonight that tomorrow the Exec- 
utive Committee will call in a body upon 
Stephens and tell him that he will either 
have to take the stump and attack in- 
dependentism in general and Felton and 
Speer in particular, or .else step down and 
out, and make room for another man. The 
leaders are redhot upon the subje@t. Evi- 
dently there is trouble overhead for 
Stephens and those who forced his nomina- 
tion. In the meantime, Gen. Gartrell, the 
Independent candidate for Governor, and 
Felton and Speer, the most active candidates 
for Congress as Independents, are. shelling 
the woods and making rapid progress in the 
cause. The following additional Independ- 
ent candidates for Congress are being her- 
alded through the State: W. A. Huff in 
the Sixth, Judge Twiggs in the Eighth, 
Reuben Arnold in the Fifth, James Pou in 
the Fourth, and Dave Harwell in the Sec- 
ond. Every effort will be made to get 
Stephens to come down, so that the banner 
can be given to Judge Martin J. Crawford, 
of the Supreme Bench, or some other simon- 
pure Democrat.

The struggle for the 
nomination is close and doubtful between 
the two. Delaney has Dodge County solid, 
iv him ten votes, and in Washington 
ounty four out of the five votes. Bragg 
has Fond du Lac County solid—nine votes 
one vote from Washington, and it is deemed 
certain that he will have the four votes of 
Waukesha County, mak an even 
th of it between them. aukesha is 
really the battie-eround. One of her voges 
can nominate Delaney, and this will prob- 
ably be the result. The Bragg interest clainis 
that Delaney intends, if possible, to take his 
Dodge County adherents over to a Waukesha 
candidate in the event of seeing the impossi- 
bility of securing the nomination himself.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 29.—The Hon. 
Joseph Rankin, State Senator from Mani- 
anes County, and possible Democratic can- 
didate for Congress from his district, stop 
at the Plankinton to dinner today, on his 
way to lowa on business.

WELCH’S PAL. 


Arrest of Scott in St. Louis. 
, Special Dispatch to The Chieago ‘tribune, 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Aug. 20.—On Monday 
night Detective E. J. Kennedy, of Pinker 
ton’s Chicago Detective Agency, and Deteci- 
ive Stewart, of this city, arrested a promi 
nent detective named James J. Scott at 
1138 Washington avenue, Kennedy had come 
from Chicage Sunday morning, and had 
been busy with the members of Sergt. Wat 
kins’ force during all of that day hunting for 
Scott through the several hotels the west- 
ern end of the city, thinking if he were 
the- party wanted they would be likely to 
find him in au unsettled condition, as he was 
suspected of having been engaged in 
a daring robbery on Aug. 14. Ken- 
nedy, after etting on the track 
of Welch, obtained information which 
led him to believe that Welch’s accomplice 
was located in St, Louis, The First National 
Bank of Kewanee, III., was the victim ut 
u year ago of a heavy swindle in whieh 
Welch and Scott were supposed to be impli- 
cated. Seott, as is represented, was 
possessed of sufficient skill and dar to 
propose to the Oashier and Welch to join 
Um in forging checks upon the bank. The 
Cashier succumbed to the temptation and 
furnished Welch with the book containing 
the signatures of the depositors. 
These signatures were forged by Welch, 
and the forged checks were passed 
at the bank through collusion 
with the Cashier. Arrests were mada, but 
for some reason the accused were released. 
The memory of this transgction was 
revived, and the detectives have worked 
on the theory that Scott was impli- 
cated in the erime_ of the robbery as 
Welch’s partner. Kennedy arrived in 
St. Louis from Peoria, where he had been at 
work on the ease with Sheriff Hitchcock, 
Sunday morning, and commenced his hunt 
for Scott. He was aided by Sergt. Watkins’ 
force, and, from the suspicions which Scott's 
conduct and inquiries concerning 
him had created, concluded to place him 
under arrest on Monday night. Kennedy 
and Stewart visited his residence late that 
evening and arrested him without meetmg 
with any resistance. When taken into cus- 
tody Scott denied all knowledge of the 
robbery and all acquaintance with any of the 
persons implicated, and, persisting in an as- 
sertion of hisinnocence, was locked up in the 
ealaboose, and when visited in the morning 
confessed to having made the ac- 
quaintance ot Welch at Princeton, III. 
in 1879, but naturally enough denied al 
knowledge of the bank robbery, and con- 
sented to go with Detective Kennedy to Chi- 
cago without any requisition. In ac- 
cordance with his wishes he was led 
to the depot last evening in charge 
of Kennedy and took the 
for Chicago. Scott is married to an estima- 
ble young lady, and is too comfortably fixed 
to be driven by necessity to the perpetration 
of a crime, and, although the detectives feel 
very certain of having captured the right 
man, it may be that a great mistake has been 
made. N

And Little in the Outlook for the 
East Chicago Belt Line. 


The Differential-Rate Question-Belief 
that the New Arrangement Will Not 
Last. 

Orders were received here yesterday that 


owing to the establishment of differential 
rates to the seaboard cities no mare commis- 
sions would be paid to steamship agents on 
and after Sept. 1 on east-bound tickets sold 
in éonnnction with steamship tickets. The 
steamship agents feel greatly put out on ac 
count of this order, The commission they 
received on the sale of tickets was quite a 
bonanza to them, some of the roads paying 
them as high as $4 for each ticket to New 


York. 

The regular ticket agents will not suffer se 
seriously on account of the new agreement 
establishing differential fares to and from 
the seaboard points. The new arrangement, 
of course, cuts off some of the receipts of 
the ticket-sellers, but they will still derive a 
good income from the commission on tickets 
to interior and local points, the intermediate 
volnts to differential fare points not being 
included in the agreement, and from those 
commissions will be paid the same as before. 
There is a general apprehension that the new 
arrangement will not work. In the first 
place, It is feared that the roads having lower 
rates on account of inferior routes 
and accommodations will get the busi- 
ness because the ticket-sellers WII 
favor these roads, as this gives them 
an opportunity to create trouble and thus 
refstablish the old state of affairs. In the 
second place there ig much fault found that 
the commission system has not been abol- 
ished altogether and arrangements made by 
which the ticket-seilers get living salaries, 
without the necessity of relying upon their 
commissions. The following from the Cin- 
einnati Gazette in regard to this matter is 
interesting: The work of the committee, in 
so far as it recognizes the principle of allow- 
ing differences in rates in favor of routes 
laboring under the disadvantage of heavy 
grades, inferior equipment, physical 
and financial weakness, ete, e&., on 
business to from competing 
points, may receive the approval of the 
trunk-line Presidents, and then in it may 
not. As yet it isan open question. Poss'- 
bly the eines of differentials is the only 
one upon which the passenger traffic can be 
adjusted and rate wars prevented. At all 
events, in putting it in r roads in- 
Bus themselves only, if injury is done at all. 

ut when the committee, sitting as the rép- 
resentatives of nearly every railway interest 
in the country, deliberately n to ley 
a lawless tax upon the public in the shape o 
commissions, to be paid certain persons for 
their influence erability to “talk up” a 
given route, whether it possesses advan- 
tages or not, its members should be given 
to understand that the public has some 
rights that even a committee of trunk- 
line officials are bound to respect. At 
a convention held at Saratoga in August, 
1878, of which convention J. II. Devereux 
was Chairman, for the purpose of devisi 
ways and means to abolish the practice o 
paying commissions, thirty-two roads were 
represented, including the Erie, New York 
Central, Baltimore & Ohio, Ohio & Missis- 
sippi, and Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati 
& Indianapolis. A committee of twelve was 
appointed, with John King Jr., as Chairman, 
to investigate and report upon the question. 
The following day the committee unani- 
mously resolved that the practice of paying 
commissions on the sale of railroad tickets is 
demoralizing to railroad employés, useless to 
the public, entails enormous loss on the 
companies, and ought to be discontinued.” 
The convention unanimously adopted the res- 
olution, and a circular, embodying the recom- 
mendation in the report of the committee, 
was sent to all the railways in the 
United States and Canada, asking their 
assent thereto, On Sept. 20 of the same 
year Chairman Kingweported that ninety- 
two roads had given their assent, which was 
conclusive evidence that the reads generally 
looked upon the practice of paying commis 
sions as being unpecessary and hurtful, and 
the proposition to abolish the practice would 
have been ratified had it not been for- the 
Erie and the Atlantic & Great Western (now 
New York, Pennsylvania & Ohio). Their 
officials refused to Sign the contract, so th 
whole scheme was abandoned and a printe 
cireular sent to the roads assenting to the 
proposition, in whieh the reason why the 
commission system could not be abolished 
wag set forth—i. e., that Erie and the At- 
lantic & Great Western used to give up 
the practice of making merchandise of their 
passage tickets and allowing commissions on 
the sale of the same. 

If, then, ninety-two roadsin 1878 looked 
upon the ticket-commission system as being 
destructive and pernicious, way should they 
indorse it in 1883? If it entailed “ enormous 
loss in 1878, What is to prevent it from en- 
tailing a greater loss in 1882, for the traffic is 
greater, and consequently commissions on a 
greater number of tickets are exacted. If it 
was *‘ demoralizing to employés” im 1878, it 
is demoralizing in 1882. It it “ought to be 
discontinued “ in 1878, why should it be offi- 
cially accepted and indorsed in 1882? If it 
wasa “system” torob both the roads and 
the public in 1878, by what manner of means 
has it become a necessary adjunct ” to 
the passenger business in 1884? Now, 
the committee know very well that the sys- 
tom“ is a fraud, a leech, and a blackmailer, 
and, in recognizing it as legitimately belong- 
ing to the passenger and ticket business of a 
railway, they simply admit that itis right 
and prover to fleece the public and the rail- 
ways, that the officials are bigger than the 
owners of the roads, bigger than the public, 
bigger than all outdoors. If shareholders 
will put themselves to the trouble te ascer- 
tain with whom the ticket-sellers divide 
their commission, they will probably be able 


to locate the exact spot in the cocoanut ’ 


where the bulk of the milk can be found. 


Collapse of the East Chicago Belt-Line. 

A gentleman promment in railway circles, 
who has just returned from New York, said 
last evening to a TRIBUNE reporter, whom 
he casually met in the rotunda of the Grand 
Pacific Hotel, that the Chicago Belt-Line 
Railway Company project would never ma- 
terialize. Questioning him as to the source 
of his information, the interviewed declined 
to mention his authority for the statement, 
but he said: 

Ask mest any official or clerk in Alex- 
ander & Green’s office on Broadway, New 
York, and you will soon ascertain al 
efforts to place the bonds of the company 
in this country or in Europe have 
signally failed. An agent, a son 
of Gen. E. O. C. Ord, who was 
a distinguished officer in both the Mexican 
war and the late War of the Rebellion, ar- 
rived in New Tork a few days ago from 
Eurepe, where he had spent nearly a balf- 
year in unsuccessful efforts to place the 
bonds of the Chicago Belt-Line Company.

Yesterday’s Proceedings in the 
July Wheat Investiga- 
tion. 


The Complainants Olose Their 
Testimony in Rebuttal. 


Review of the Produce Markets on 
’Change Yesterday. 


‘The complainants’ rebutting testimony be- 
fore the committee to fix the value of No. 2 
wheat for July was continued at 3 o’clock 
yesterday. 

The first witness called was Mr. J. H. Nor- 
ton, of the firm of David Dows & Co. Mr. 
Norton was asked in regard to whether he 
manipulated the market for No. 2 July 
spring wheat for the purpose of extorting 
unreasonable damages, and he answered 
that he did not. lie further answered that 
he did not do so for himself or any one else, 
or for any Se of persons for any 
purpose whatever, and did not know of any 
such manipulation. 

On cross-examination Mr. Wright asked 
the witnessin regard to his contracts for 
July wheat. The witness said that he made 
contracts and had given the quantities sold 
in his former testimony. He was then asked 
whether he bought during May or June any 
large amount of No. 2 spring wheat for ac- 
count of other parties. Mr. Brine objected 
to the question on the ground that it did 
not go tothe point of asking whether the 
witness manipulated the market for the 
purpose of extorting unreasonable damages, 
and claimed that the market might be 


manipulated, and was manipulated every 
day; without any criminal act being commit- 


Mr. Wright claims he had a right to prove 
the fact, and the committee could then judge 
whether it am ounted to a manipulation such 
as claimed.

and Mr. Brine then wished to know whether 
the committee absolutely ruled that the wit-

about 75,000 bushel in 45,000 bushel 
lots and in car lots; that he had 
seen the parties for whom he made the 
trades and they had given him permission to 
give their names if called upon to do so; that 
the 75,000 bushels referred to was cash wheat 
and of July, and cash wheat he had bought 
in the neighborhood of 100,000 bushels.

On cross-examination witness said that he 
bought his wheat at Amherst Junction and 
Dale, Outagamie County, Wis. The witness 
stated further that the wheat here referred to 
was soft wheat; that he was generally 
obiiged to pay Chicago or Milwaukee prices 
less freight. Witness said at one time he 
had shipped wheat from Chicago, but he did 
not inquire into the question of whether he 
could have done it in July to advantage.

Witness said he 
knew the grade of Chicago No. 2 wheat, 
having bought wheat in Chicago, and had 
samples of it, and tested it by weighing.

VYesterday’s Review of the Markets. 

The markets were surprisingly firm yester- 
day, with a good deal doing. The receipts 
both of wheat and oats were very large—so 
large as to astonish many persons in the 
trade, especially those who had thought our 


wheat market wiped out a year or two ago 
never to be revived. The receipts of wheat 
aggregated within one of 800 car-loads, in- 
cluding a liberal proportion of spring. The 
heavy quantity dashed the hopes of the bulls 
for a little while at the outset, and the mar- 
ket went down half a cent, but it soon reeov- 
ered with a very good demand for all the 
cash offerings. It was found that all the 
wheat that arrived was not on the market, 
some of it being either held off for delivery 
on August contracts, or else under orders 
to ship through this city from St. Louis by 
taking advantage of the cheapness of lake 
freights. ‘The remainder of the wheat was 
eagerly picked up. The exporters wanted it 
and the shorts wanted it. The last-named 
gentry were chiefly men who had sold at 
considerably higher prices, some of their 
spring for August having been sold at $1.14 
@1.18, and some of the winter at 81.000 1.12. 
Their efforts to settle in the usual way, by 
getting the difference paid to them, were 
futile, the parties on the other side preferring 
to wait to see whether or not the committee 
on July wheat will actsoas to furnish au- 
thorization 
FOR.DEFAULTING IN FUTURE. 

Rather than lose the profit of several cents 
a bushel the shorts have been for two or 
three days past buying the cask wheat and 
delivermg it, and leaving the option” part 
take care of itself as a matter for subsequent 
arrangement.

Western Europe. lt was noteworthy that 
foreign freight rates were stronger yester- 
day as an incident of the increased move- 
ment. 


THE MARKET FOR CORN 
was firm and moderately active. The re- 
ceipts of the day were large, but not nearly 
equal to those of Monday, and spot-corn 
offerings met with a ready demand y ship- 
pers, with little variation in prices. There 
was not much life in the deal, and not much 
variation in futures.

Confession of Maria Spearman, the

Orrawa, Ont., Aug. 20.— The inquest on 
the late Robert McCaffrey, the victim of Sat- 
urday night’s murder, was held at Stitts- 
ville today by Dr. Corbett, County Coroner. 
The prisoners, Maria and Chester Spearman, 
were present. ‘The woman declared that she 
got out of her brother’s buggy, held the 
head of the deceased’s horse, and shot Mc- 
Caffrey as he sat in his buggy, from which 
he fell to the ground. As the bullet entered 
under the right arm of the unfortunate man 
and was found low down on the left side of 
his body, itis difficult to accept the state- 
ment that the shot was fired from a position 
in front of him. His nose is found to 
have been broken, and this might have 
happened in consequence of the fall men- 
tioned; but one theory is that Chester 
Spearman struck him down, and that his sis- 
ter then fired at him. The general impres- 
sion is that the woman has made a false con- 
fession in popes of screening her brother, 
and a conviction appears to prevail among 
the farmers of Goulborne that they could not 
hang a woman. The jury found that the shot 
was fired by Maria Spearman, that 
Chester Spearman was an accessory before 
the fact. The prisoners were brought to the 
oy this morning and lodged in the county 
jail.

THE MURDER OF A c HESING. 

It is reported in the dispatches this morn- 
ing that A. C. Hesing, of Chicago, was mur- 
dered in Sonora, Mexico, Saturday. There 
is much reason to fear that the reportis true. 
It is circumstantial enough to have the ap- 
pearance of truth. Mr. Hesing is said to 
have been on the way to his mines, He had 
$2,000 with him with which he meant to pay 
his men. He usually traveled with a guard, 
but on this oceasion his servant, having al- 
ready formed the intention of murdering 
him, persuaded him that no extra precau- 
tions were needed. Ile was convinced by the 
reasoning of the servant, who afterwards 
killed and robbed him. 

Mr. Hesing had some bitter enemies and 
many warm friends in Chicago, We cannot 
imagine that these tidings will be received by 
one class more than by the other with any 
feelings except those of heartfelt pity and 
sorrow for him and sympathy with his fam- 
ily.

The result of all this will be a declaration 
of war by Japan against Corea, in which 
case China will probably take the part of 
Corea. Both China and Japan now have fleets 
of war-vessels built in Europe and strongly 
armed. Out of this war, once begun, and 
awakening all the ancient and modern hos- 
tilities and antipathies of both nations, will 
be fought the gréat question whether Corea 
is or is to be asubordinate of China or of 
Japan. Inthe meantime, Commodore Shu- 
feldt’s treaty may be considered as finally 
disposed of, at least until in the distant 
future the fate of Corea itself shall have 
been determined,

THE COREAN MASSACRE. 

The Corean populace took oceasion on the 
28d of July last to show their power in the 
way of summary vengeance upon their rulers 
and statesmen. On that day the insurgents 
took possession of the streets of Seoul, the 
national Capital, and attacked the royal resi- 
dence; there the Queen was murdered; the 
heir to the throne and his betrothed, both 
children, were poisoned; thirteen Ministers 
of State and various other dignitaries were 
slaughtered; and these proceedings were in- 
stiggted and conducted by the late Regent 
Tai-in-Kun. The King’s person is, accord- 
ing to Corean law, religion, and tradition, 
sacred; it is inviolable even to human touch, 
and to this is probably due the fact that he 
did not perish with his wife and son. 

Corea isa dependency of China, though 
Japan has always laid claim to it. The 
Kingdom has been recognized by China and 
Japan, and has paid tribute to China. The 
people and Government, so far as any divis- 
ion was permitted, have inclined towards 
the Japanese or Chinese, between Whom 
there is a strong antipathy and jealousy. 
The present King is a comparative youth, 
and during tis minority Tai-in-Kun has 
been Regent. During his government he 
has absolutely. prohibited all intercourse 
with foreign people or Governments. The 
Chinese and Japanesealone had representa- 
tives, and that these were supporters of dif- 
fering policies is evident. The Chinese were 
partisans of the exclusive or anti-foreign 
policy, while the Japanese were friends @ 
the open policy. 

On the day of the insurrection the mob of 
insurgents attacked also the Japanese Lega- 
tion. The Envoy and Consul escaped with a 
few others, but the Japanese generally in the 
city were murdered. Those who escaped 
succeeded in reaching a British vessel on the 
coast. The Capital, under date of Aug. 4, 
was in a state of anarchy, The particular 
interest which attaches to this affair is 
due to the fact that Commodore Shufeldt 
had penetrated the country, and through 
Japanese aid had negotiated a treaty with 
the Corean Government. The Ambassadors 
inet and negotiated at Tientsin, a small town 
some miles distant from Seoul, This was 
earlyin June. Admiral Willes, represent- 
ing Great Britain, then undertook, and prob- 
ably succeeded, in negotiating a similar 
treaty. 

Other Governments would undoubtedly 
have made like endeavors, The treaty with 
the United States has been published and its 
concessions are very slight. It provides that 
Americans may reside at certain specitied 
porta, and may land goods there, but neither 
persons hor property can be moved to the in- 
terior. Americans may build warehouses 
and acquire property subject to the jurisdic. 
tion of the Coreans. The treaty is not, how- 
ever, as liberal in its concessions to the 
Americans as are the treaties now existing

The right of the United States Gevern- 
ment to regulate and restrict immigration, 
which is an axiom of international law, has 
heen explicitly confirmed by what is known 
as the anti-Chinese bill and the bills regu- 
lating the ecean steamship transportation of 
immigrants from Europe. The immigration 
of Chinese laborers has been absolutely sus- 
pended for a period of ten years, and a sys- 
tem of inspection has been established to 
exclude the paupers, criminals, and others 
likely to be a charge upon the public who 
may be sent to America by European Goy- 
ernments. A number of such persons have 
already been returned to the countries 
whence they came, including some of 
ths Russian Jews, who were either un- 
able or unwilling to work. This priuciple 
having been established with the approval 
of the people, future legislation will be de- 
termined by future conditions. The United 
States will continue to invite the oppressed 
and the industrious people of Europe to take 
up homes in this country, and contribute at 
once to the amelioration of their own condi- 
tion and the development of America’s re- 
sources. But whenever England shall in- 
augurate a practice as a relief to its own 
embarrassment, of gathering up the worth- 
less and turbulent portion of Ireland's popu- 
lation for transportation to Ameriea,. the 
United States Government will be com- 
pelled, in justice to itself and the American 
people, to discriminate and refuse to receive 
a mass of paupers and do-nothings.

THE WAR. 
BATTLE OF KASSASSIN. 

Speciat Cable to New York Herald, 
‘MAHSAMEH Station, Aug. 20.—This has 
been a busy day for the troops at the 
front, the eavalry especially, under 
Gen. Drury Lowe, having had a hard 
time. At 7 o’clock guns were heard 
in the direction of Kassassin Lock, four 
miles to the front. The troops were called 
underarms. The Household Cavalry and 
Seventh Dragoon Guards were saddled 
and up. The infantry fell into line in 
r to march to the assistance 
of Gen. Graham. Atil news came that the 
enemy was approaching. He halted, how- 
ever, at a considerable distance from 
the camp, where he kept up a con- 
tinued shell fire. The cavalry were 
out all day. The infantry were in 
readiness, but the enemy made no movement 
in advance. Subsequently the enemy fell 
back, all the harm he did being to keep the 
troops out all day under a terrific 
sun. Searcely, however, had the 
cavalry unsaddled their horses and the 
men begun to eat when the sound of artil- 
lery was heard at Kassassin. By the 
heavy and continuous roar it was evi- 
dent this time that the attack was 
in earnest. Again the wearied men 
saddied their no less wearied horses 
and prepared to advance. The sun was still 
beating down fiercely eyen at that late hour, 
the hot, withering wind throwing the 
sand-clouds so high that it was im- 
possible to see what was going 
on, but through the dust and haze numer- 
ous jets of smoke were visible. The cannon- 
ade increased in violenee. The cavalry 
moved away to the right, the horse artillery 
following. and passed round toward the 
flank of the enemy’s infantry. With 
the movements of such masses of men and 
horses the dust rose over the whole scene 
more thickly than ever, and it was 
impossible to obtain more than a gen- 
eral idea of what was gong on, 
while the sunst threw a red glare 
over the sandy plain. The cavalry 
proceeded still farther to the right until 
they were hidden from the enemy by low 
sandhills. They then goaded their weary 
horses into as fast a trot as the heavy sand and 
their weary condition would permit. It was 
evidently the General’s intention to repeat 
the tactics of the previous fight. He meant 
to get round to the enemy’s rear. 
It was a striking proof of 
his confidence in the troops that, 
with tired horses and night approaching, he 
should attempt these maneuvres against an 
enemy unknown in strength and with fresh 
horses. Againstany otherenemy it would 
have been rash, but the result 
proved that Gen. Drury Lowe did not 
overestimate the respective fighting power 
of his men. Soon the red, angry glare show- 
ing where the sun sank grew dim, and 
darkness came down rapidly upon 
us. The ratile and roar of the com- 
bat on our left never ceased.

N Wolseley telegraphs from Kassassin 


Major-General Graham, commanding this 
post, was attacked yesterday evening by 
about twelve guns and eight battalions. Our 
men behaved extremely well, and inflicted 
severe loss upon the enemy. At first Gen. 
Graham had but five guns, two and a half 
battalions, and a small detachment of cav- 
alry and mounted infantry.” Being rein- 
forced by another battalion, he at- 
tacked the enemy in front, whilst the 
First Cavalry Brigade, under Col. Sir Baker 
Russell, charged them in flank, sabering a 
considerable number. The cavalry were 
well handled by Maj.-Gen. Drury Lowe. 
Gen. Graham's dispositions were all they 
should have been. His operations were car- 
ried out with the coolness for which he has 
always been well known. Arabi Pasha 
was on the field during the action. 
The cavalry charged by moonlight, but were 
unable to secure the rebel guns, which the 
enemy withdrew during the night. They 
left, however, all theirammunition. Our 
killed are Surgeon-Major Shaw, Six marine 
artillery, and one infantry Sergeant.

IsMAILIA, Aug. 20.—-When morumg came 
great excitement prevailed in our camp at 
at nin consequence of the Egyp- 
tians showing themselves in considerable 
force in various directions, Gen. Graham 
presently sent Maj.

Pigott dismounted his men 
and returned the fire briskly, his men hold- 
ing their ground well for some time, though 
eventually they were obliged to retire upon 
our camp. 

At Wo’clock 4,000 Bedouins appeared on 
our right and front, extending two 
miles, but, on the guns opening fire 
on them, they retired. About 8 o’clock their 
infantry advanced in open order upon our 
left, bringing up several guns, which they 
placed at short distances from each other, 
and presently showed several pieces of artil- 
lery on our right. Our guns opened fire and 


our men turned out to face the attack. The 


fight now waxed warm, and during the 
whole afternoon the gallant 
garrison made a good defense. 
Meanwhile the cavalry, which 
five miles in our rear, had been twice sig- 
naled by Gen. Graham to support him, and 
had advanced almost to our position without 


encountering the enemy. By 7:30 p. m. the 


whole force,consisting of the First and Second 
Life Guards, the Horge Guards, the Seventh 
Dragoons, part of the Fourth Dragoons, and 
the Nineteenth Hussars, with four guns, 
set out to succor the troops 
Kassassin. The march 
made very cautiously. The moon was ris- 
ing, and showed the little army of horsemen 
to strange advantage as they passed over the 
shining ground, the clanking of their swords 
swelling musically through the air. Col. 


Stewart, who directed the course of the 


brigade, disposed of his men so excellently 
that he was able to pilot them safely to the 
point of contact without coming under the 
fire of the guns which were then pounding the 
Kassassin camp. He led the way along the 
ridge with the idea of outflanking the enemy 
and turning his position. Col. Russell 


brought his men over four miles of heavy 
ground, so that by 9 o’clock, when they si- 
lently halted on the stay-line, they found 


themselves so close to the Egyptians that the 


shells went over their heads in quick suc- 


landing nearly half a mile

ANOTHER WARM. 
A NUMBER OF BATTLES BETWEEN THE 
GREEKS AND THE TUUKS. 

ATHENS, Aug. 29.— Lesterday morning 
Turkish troops attacked the Greeks all along 
the frontier from Zorbas to Degani. Fight- 
ing was continued today. The Greeks lost 
four killed and ten wounded. The Govern- 
ment has dispatched 1,000 infantry, artillery, 
and gendarmes to the frontier. 

Lonpon, Aug. 29.—The Turkish account 
of the fighting on the frontier between Turks 
and Greeks is as follows: Some Greek troops 
attempted to take forcible possession of the 
disputed territory of Karalik Dervend, on the 
Thessalian frontier, but they were repulsed 
with heavy loss by the Turks under Ragheb 
Pasha. Eight men were killed on the Turk- 
ish side, 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 29.—M. Condouri- 
otis, Greek Ambassador, represented to Said 
Pasha that the collision was provoked by 
violation of Greek territory by the Turks. 
Said Pasha replied that last month a de- 
tachment of Greek troops crossed the front- 
ier and cut telegraphic communica be- 
tween a Turkish military post a village. 
The T 8, requiring supplies, were obliged 
to pass through part of the Greek territory. 
They were cppesed and fired upon by Greeks, 
and retaliated, driving off the latter. The 
Porte has telegraphed to its Minister at 
Athens iustrueting him to make representa- 
tions to the Greek Government insisting 
upon a cessation of hostilities. 

Another engagement took place at Karalik 
Dervend last night, and the Greeks were 
again repulsed. Today the Greeks, with 
artillery, made athird attack, the result of 
which is unknown.

THE IRISH. 

LIMERICK, Aug. 29.—A petition, signed by 
upwards of 100 members of the constabulary, 
has been forwarded to Earl Spencer, Lord- 
Lieutenant of Ireland, asking that the dis- 
missed men be reinstated. The petition said 
that in the event of his failure to comply 
with this. request a genera! strike will take 
place, The dismissed constables, on hearing 
of the petition which had been sent to Earl 
Spencer, declared they would not réenter the 
force under any condition. 

Ail the sub-constables who resigned have 
withdrawn their resignations at the request 
of the Inspector-General, satisfactory ex- 
planations having been givenin regard to 
the dismissal of the five constables.

PRINCE LEOPOLD. . 
A SEVERE HEMORRHAGE. 
Lonpon, Aug. 29.—Prince Leopold is seri- 
ously ill. He is suffering from the effects of 
a severe hemorrhage.

through last night, 


A letter written by Queen Victoria soon 
after the birth of the Prince whose illness is 
so serious explains why he was named Leo- 
pold. The birth of the Prince occurred 
April 7, 1853, The letter was written before 
that month closed, and was addressed to Leo- 
pold, King of the Belgians and Victoria’s 
unele, In this letter she writes:

Soon after the christening 
the royal family, including the Queen and 
Prince Albert, were prostrated by that popu- 
lar disease of children, the measles, ‘Strange 
to say, the littie Prince escaped; but when 
8 years of age he was attacked by the same 
disease in so malignant a form that he has 
never fully recovered from its effects, As 
scon as he was able to endure the jour- 
ney, it was decided by the court ohysicians 
to send him to France for a change of cli- 
mate. Duting this absence he sustained 
a loss which cannot be estimated by the 
death of his. father, Prince Albert. After 
his return to England he was for many years 
seldom absent from the Queen’s residence. 
He sems to have been the constant compan- 
ion of her widowhood. When she visited 
the King of the Belgians, or journeyed to 
Coburg, Leopold accompanied her. Wheth- 
er she staid at Lucerne, or retired to Rose- 
nau—a place sacred to her from its associa- 
tions with the early life of her husband—the 
child. of her heart was there also. It is 
characteristic of her that she should select 
this son—whose delicate health had for 80 
many years been a continual souree of anx- 
iety—and make him the one central ob- 
ject of her love and care. By her 
purity of life, her taithfulness to the 
dead and her sympathy for the living 
combining the rarest qualities to be found 
in wife, mother, or Queen, Victoria of En- 
gland has won the love and admiration of the 
civilized world. Her own “sad childhood’? 
has ever made her keenly alive to the hap- 
pone of her childrem When at Windsor, 

eopold was under the tutorship of Eaton 
masters, he was frequently relieved from the 
strict maintenance of court decorum by visits 
from favored Eaton boys, which events were 
hailed with great delight not only by the 
‘oung Prince but those who had charge of 
him. He much enjoyed his later life at Ox- 
ford, where he spent three years. In alluding 
to this period he says: 

»My experience in universities is confined 
to the Uniyersity of Oxford, and I shall al- 
ways look back to my residence there as one 
of the greatest pleasures and the greatest 
Be of my lite, and | should find it 
rard to believe that any other university can 
surpass Oxford in the power of attaching her

On attaining his 1 Parliament 
granted the Prince an annuity, and again 
voted him an additional allowance o o OC- 
casion of his approaching marriage, 

In 1880, as will de remembered, Prince 
Leopold visited this country. He came in 
company with the Princess Louise, and after 
spending some weeks in Canada made an ex- 
tended tour through the States. He was 

resent here at the convention which nom- 
nated the late President Garfield, While 
at the Palmer Liouse he was interyiewed by 
a reporter, and greatly scandalized by the 
lack of awe which reporters show for royal 
Princes. 

Soon after returning to England he be- 
came engaged to the beautiful Princess 
Helen of Waldeck, a lady of great worth 
whose extensive travels and careful mental 
training have rendered her a charming com- 
panion, and one who will meet with due ap- 
preciation in the refined and cultivated tastes 
of her husband. 

On the 27th of last April the nuptials of 
the royal lovers were celebrated in St. 
George’s Chapel with great magnificence. 

There is no member of the royal heuse of 
England more universally respected and be- 
loved than Prince Leopold.

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TALK WITH GOV. SPRAGUE. 


The Representative of the “Sun” Ad- 
mitted to Canonchet—First Stepped by 
a Sentry, but Alterward Eecorted by 
the Governor to the House-Why Me 
Molds the Fort Against Trusice 
Chafee—The Legal Aspects of the 
Case.

NARRAGANSETT Pier, R. I., Ang. 27.— 
This being Sunday, Canonchet did not have 
so warlike an aspect as on Friday and Sat- 
urday. The red flag was floating trom the 
top of the central tower, but no armed sen- 
tries and no rifles were paraded in view of 
those who chanced to pass the place. Old 
Mike was the only sentry on guard. He was 
stationed at the main gateway and would 
notallow anybody to enter the grounds. 

Application was made by the Sun's 
representative for an audience with 
Gov.

Sprague to pound away on a large bell 
that was suspended from the back piazza 
railing. The bell, like everything else on 
the place, was out of gear, and for want of 
a tongue the Governer pounded away 
with a broken monkey-wrench unti 
Willie Sprague appeared at a window in 
the second story, and was told to unlock a 
certain door. ‘he order hay been com- 
plied with, the Governor escorted his visitor 
to the nursery, where in by-gone days Kate 
Chase Sprague’s handsome children played 
and prattled from morning until night, and 
placed a chair at his disposal. 

Gov. Sprague was first asked why he re- 
fused Trustee Chafee admission to the prem- 
i ‘The Governor, in reply, said that the 
title to this N is in dispute, independ- 
ent of what claims the Spragues have to it.

Second Senatorial. 

Political matters are looking up a little in 
the Second Senatorial District, composed of 
the Fourth Ward south of Twenty-ninth 
street, Hyde Park, and Lake, and very com- 
fortably Republican by 2,208 majority. Sen- 
ator Condee, of Hyde Park, holds over, 
which leaves the Fourth Ward and Lake to 
name the two Republican Representatives, 
and the Democrats of the entire district to 
name their minority man. It is pretty 
well settled that Lake will send 
Sol Hopkins, the veteran Repre- 
sentative of five General Assemblies, 
provided Sol will have it. He has been out 
of political life for two or three years, his 
live-stock business has grown to generous 
proportions, and the statesman from the 
Stock-Yards is said tobe really ina quandary 
whether to runor not. A large number of 
the Republicans in the district, ap reciating 
his power on the Republican side in the 
Thirty-tirst, and remembering that this is the 
Senatorial yeaa, are determined to send him 
down to Springfield again, if he will go, and 
will insist on his doing so. Should he be 
compelled to refuse, Col. Parker, of the En- 
giewood Unlon Veteran Club, would be very 
apt to rank as the coming man. 

The Fourth Ward has several candidates, 
real and alleged. O. S. Cook, who rep- 
resented the ward in the last House, declines 
to be a candidate for reé@lection under any 
circumstances. One of the names most 
frequently mentioned and received with 
general favor is that of ex-Ald. ‘Thomas C. 
Clarke, who, while net a candidate in the 
sense of “ rustling’ around for votes, is in the 
field, would take the nomination if it came to 
him, and has any number of friends who will 
exert themselvesin his behalf, and who would 
like to see him nominated just that way. 
Thomas J. Sutherland, the lawyer, is an 
avowed candidate for the place, and possesses 
no little strength among the Republicans of 
the ward. Weller D. Bishop, another law- 
yer, would like to spend the winter at Spring- 
field, but is not wear himself out or re- 
ducing his substantial flesh in hunting up the 
voters. Albert Hayden and Edward F. Gor- 
don have been mentiqped in complimentary 
whispers among theif friends, but are not 
candidates and never were. William H. Har- 
per is a standing puzzle to the politicians of 
the ward, and no one as yet n 
able to tell whether he was act- 
uallya candidate or not. His name has 
been mentioned on several occasions as a 
possible dark horse for Congress, but a some- 
what numerous element iu the ward are in- 
clined to think that this was simply a mask 
to cover his real ambition, which, it is sus- 

ted, lies in the direction of Springtield. 

r. Harper, of course, denies the charge, but 
for some reason or other the other gentlemen 
named will wait until the primaries before 
they are thoroughly convinced on that score. 

John R. Cook, Daniel J. Carmichael, and 
Walter Maher, all of Lake, are mentioned on 
the Democratic side, with the chances appar- 
ently in favor of Cook, who was a member 
of the last House, and did all that is expected 
of a Vemocrat from the Stock-Yards—voted 
with the pry when his name was called 
and when he happened to be there. 


Third Senatorial, 

The situation in the Third Senatorial Dis- 
trict, composed of the First, Second, and 
Third Wards, and that part of the Fourth 
north of Twenty-ninth street, is considera- 
bly less muddled than it was a few weeks 
ago, and, while the number of c dates is 
still something less than legion, the probable 
results have so shaped up that speculation is 
more profitable than when the district was 
last reviewed. Dan Wren is still a candi- 
date for the Senate from the First 
Ward, but whatever chances he may 
once have had have apparently been 
dimmed by recent deals in which he was 
left out. Arthur Dixon dropped out some 
time ago, after probably divining, with his 
usual sagacity, that the First Ward’s pole 
was not long enough to reach the persim- 
mons. Wren became what was known 
the Arthur Dixon candidate, and Wren will 
now be very apt to figure on a nomination 
for the House. He will have to figure 
against James J. Healey, however, who 
swears undying hate and revenge against 
the Taylor-Dixon-Wren combination, asserts 
his ability to carry the First Ward, and con- 
—— himself dead sure for a term in the 

ouse, 

The candidates in the Third refuse to look 
at anything but a nomination to the Senate. 
Living in the banner Republican ward of the 
district, the House is not high enough for 
them. D. V. Purrington, whose term as 
County Commissioner expires this fall, heads 
the list, and his well-known popularit 
makes him a very formidable candidate. W. 
L. Everett, the lawyer; C. C. Merrick, an old 
resident of the ward and an active, ener- 
getic business-man; and Kandall H. White, 
who 80 ~ misrepresented the best 
interests of his constituents in the last 
House, complete the list. Commissioner 
Purington is pretty generally believed to 
have established a worki alliance with E. 
R. Bliss, of the Second Ward, who was re- 
cently appointed County-Attorney, and fig- 
ures on securing the delegations trom the 
Second and Third, and thereby taking the 
nomination. The combination is evidently a 
strong one, and all the other candidates for 
the Senate, both in the First and 
Third Wards, will do their best to 
break it up. Consider H. Willett, 
Mr. Bliss’ predecessor as County- 
Attorney, breathes forth threatenings and 
slaughter against both Purington and Bliss, 
and will carry the war into the Second Ward 
in the hope of downing Bliss in what has 
N been recognized as Bliss’ strong- 
old. If Bliss slips up it will be the first 
time. The prevalent opinion among those 
who ouglit to know something about Second 
Ward politics is that he will make no slip. 

The Second Ward has a number of candi- 
dates, among whom Judge Bradwell and J. 
W. E. Thomas figure as the most prominent. 
The colored element demands recognition 
this time, and, if it agrees on 4 hag y. will 
probably obtain it. If it agrees, Mr. Thomas 
will be very apt to go to the House, where 
he served in the session of 1877 with no lit- 
tle credit to himself and his constituents. If 
the colored folks are unable to agree ape 
anybody—and their feuds may lead 
to such result—the impression 
is growing Judge Lbradwell 
would best unite the discordant factions, 
and at the same time be perfectly acceptable 
to the pale-faces. Ile is pular among 
both racesin the Second ard, and will 
make the strongest kind of a candidate. 

According to the present outlook the Sen- 
ator will come from the Third Ward and the 
two Representatives from the First and _ Sec- 
ond. Unless what seems to be the probable

A TRAGEDY IN THE PINES. 


A Bully and Bad Man Generally Killed 
im Self-Defense by a Cripple in the 
Wilds of Wisconsin. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
BAYFIELD, Wis, Aug. W.—Last night 

Sheriff Gonyon and Justice Sherman brought 

in from Camp B. some twenty miles south 

of here, Ed Grover, who shot and killed Ed 

Sheean Tuesday last, and noticed in my dis- 

patch of Thursday. The particulars, as ob- 

tained from Justice Sherman, are as follows: 

Ed Sheean, a pine-land hunter, came into 

the camp Tuesday and ordered his dinner. 

Soon after he sat down to eat Ed Grover, 

who has been watching one of Foss’ 

lumber camps near there, and had 
been invited to dinner at the _ rail- 
road camp by the cook, came in 
and was seated by the cook at 
the table near Sheean. ‘The two were 
strangers, never having met before, and 


Sheean, who is reported as a bully and had 
been drinking, introduced himself to Grover 
by asking him whrat nationality he was. 
Grover answered that he was English. 
“Well,” said Sheean, “you don’t talk 
very plain.“ Grover replied, “‘ As plain as 
you do, I guess.” At this Sheean called 
him a liar and struck him a blowin the 
mouth, cutting his lip — At this the 
men arose and clinched. Sheean, 
the larger and stronger 
twa, had Grover at 
a disadvantage from the first, and was using 
him up badly, swearing he would kill him. 
Grover, who isa cripple, having partly lost 
the use of one side by being crushed by a 
falling tree about a year ago, defended him- 
self as best he could until he began to think 
Sheean would fulfill his terrible threats of 
death, when he liberated himself enough to 
reach in his pocket, and, drawing his re- 
volver, placed it up to Sheean’s head, just 
back of his ear, and fred, kill- 
ing him instantly. The cook was 
the only witness to the affair. He saw 
the puff of smoke and heard the report, but 
did not see Grover shoot. Grover acknowl 
edged the shooting, however, and it was he 
who sent a man to this place for the Sheriff. 
He deeply regrets the affair, but feels that 
he could not have done differently. He was 
badly pounded and cut —— one eye 
closed up, a long cut on his head, one cheek 
inned, and his mouth badly cut, while 
iis half-intoxicated and brutal  as- 
sailant seemed fully intent on execut- 
ing the death-sentence he had _ fore- 
sworn against him. After the shot was 
fired Sheean never moved or spoke, but 
rolled over on the floor, and Grover arose, 
He offered to give up his firearms if the local 
authorities would insure him protection, 
but, it being a rough place and no officers at 
hand, he dispatched a man to Bayfield for the 
Sheriff, and remained on the ground. Thurs- 
day night the Sheriff and Justice Sherman 
reached the camp, when Grover surrendered 
himself, but was released upon his recog- 
nizance. An inquest was held, a verdict 
rendered as above, and Friday morn- 
ing Grever met the officers with his 
horse saddled ready to accompany them 
to Baytield. They reached here Saturday 
morning, and Grover was released on $100 
bail, he depositing the money with a Justice 
fur himself. All sympathy is with Grover, 
and everybody acquainted with the parties 
seem satisfied with the outcome of the affair, 
and assert that the killing of Sheean rids 
this section of one of its hardest characters, 
A preliminary examination of Grover will 
take place here en Thursday next. It is ex- 
pected Grover will be discharged. This is 
the fourth killing in that section within a 
year. ‘

LIFE- INSURANCE. 


Disreputable Methods Used by Agents to 
Secure the Surrender of Policies, ©. 
Special Pispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
PurLaDELpurA, Aug. 20.—The National 
Life-Insurance Company, formed fourteen 
years ago by capitalists of Philadelphia, who 
paid up in hard cash a capital of $1,000,000, 
has recently been trying to buy up its paid- 
up policies at a discount, in order, as its 
agent said, toavoid the possibility of going 
into the hands of a Receiver. Jay Cooke was 
the largest orginal stockholder in the com- 
pany, and held a controlling interest in it at 
the time of his failure, in 1873. The company 
was at that time doing a flourishing business, 
and promised to rival, if not surpass, the 
great life-insurance companies in the 
United States. Jay Cooke’s stock was sold 
by the receiver of the Cooke estate to * 
parties in this city, but some years ago 
company passed into the hands of the owners 
of the Republic Life-Insurance Company of 
Chicago, and was in some manner conducted 
jointly with the Republic, which soon went 
into bankruptcy. The National Life was 
very strong then, and some of the best-known 
business men in the country were Insured in 
it, some of them to an amount as high as $50,- 
000. Forsome reason the company of late 
has practically done no new business, al- 
though it is still a perfectly solvent company. 
Its assets amount to over . con- 
sist of safe investments. In reply to a state- 
ment made by Mr. James B. Clark, of Vine- 
land, N. J., that Mr. J. L Knight, represent- 
ing to be an agent of the company, had made 
an effort to persuade him to deliver up a 
ay — policy of $600 for 30 per cent 
of amount of premiums paid by 
Clark, Mr. W. J. MeCune said some of 
the large 1 of the company had 
accepted 2 pr ition and sur- 
rendered their policies.

$20,000 cash. Early in the day Mr. C. N. 


| Pratt, the acting cashier of the bank, who it 


will be remembered was alone with his as- 
sistant, Miss Palmer, when the robbers en- 
tered, was arrested upon a warrant 
sworn out by one of the bank of- 
ficials charging him with complicity in 
the robbery. This action was of course taken 
on the recommendation of the Pinkerton 
detectives, who have entire charge of the 
working out of the case, Mr. Pratt is the 
sonof a very wealthy and influential resi- 
dent of Kewanee, who is one of the principal 
stockholders as well as a Director of the 
bank. The regular bank cashier is a gentle- 
man who finds more enjoyment in counting 
in the sands on the seashore than in finger- 
ing over worn and greasy bank-notes, and 
young Mr. Pratt, who had always been re- 
garded as an exemplary, industrious 
young man, was _ implicitly trusted 
in 118 place. When taken into 
custody he made a creditable show 
of righteousfindignation, and during the day 
his relatives busied themselves in doing what 
they could to secure his release, Today, it 
is understood, Mr. Pratt will endeavor to 
secure his release upon a writ of habeas cor- 
pus. It was for the purpds® of of balking this 
attempt that Detective Pinkerton and 


his prisoner, Edward N. Welch, set out 80. 


suddenly for Kewanee, and should it prove 
necessary Welch will take the stand to prove 
Mr. Pratt’s complicity in the robbery. 

Another fact which hightened the excite- 
ment consequent upon Pratt's ar- 
rest, was a report that Dr. Scott, 
a dentist, who for many years 
was located at Kewanee had been arrested in 
St. Louis, whither he removed only a short 
time ago, and that he was to be brought on 
at once to be subjected to a preliminary ex- 
amination at the same time as Pratt and 
Welch. Dr. Scott, though quite well off ‘and 
enjoying an extensive practice, has not borne 
a most excellent reputation in all quarters, 
He was accounted fast, 

AND WAS KNOWN TO GAMBLE, 
He was very intimate with Pratt and almost 
equaliy so with Welch. 

Both arrests were inade under the super- 
vision and by the direction of Detective W. 
A. Pinkerton, which is asufficient guarantee 
of itself that there is congider arable grounds 
for suspicion against them. Prait, it is 
needless to say, was . ted from the first. 
More or less suspicion always attaches to a 
man in such a fix. One ot the operatives 
first sent to Kewanee by the Pinkertons re- 
ported back that Mr. Pratt was n 
unduly excited and nervous, that his 
manner of speech was indicative that he 
was not telling all he knew.

A SLIGHT CUT ON THE PORERRAD. 

The suspicion as soon as formed Was com- 
municated to the bank offielals by Mr. Pink- 
erton, but it almost surpassed their belief. 
Sinee then the detectives have possessed 
themselves of considerable evidenee, and the 
warrant shows that the bank people are now 
satisfied that Pratt and Welch were not 
strangers but partners. The detectives pro-

THE CROW INDIANS. 

Mr. J. Dunn, a post-trader located st Crow 
Agency, Montana, arrived in the city yesterday 
morning, on his way East, and registered at the 
Leland. Mr. Dunn says that the reports to the 
effect that the Crows have been committing 
depredations are entirely unfourndéd, they never 
having been more peaceable in their lives. 
There was no trouble up to the time he left the 
agency, but he had got scarcely a bundred 
miles away from it when he heard the wildest 
sort of rumors of fights between the Indians dnd 
cowboys. He overheard one woman telling an- 
other of a fight in which something like 
thirty-five or forty were killed. That 
story. like all others regarding te 
Crows, s untrue. They were well fed and 
clothed N the Government, and had no cause 
for complaint. Duri the summer, Mr. Dunn 
said, there had been only about 120 lodges at the 
agency, the others being off on their usual hunt. 
Those at the agency did a little something in 
the way of farming, but there was very little 
more land under cultivation than the squaws 
could take care of, the bucks being too lazy to 
work. Mr. Dunn thinks that the efforts now be- 
ing made to get the Crows to farming will bear 
very little fruit this generation, but it is likely 
the next will take more kindly to the occupa- 
non. Mr. Dunn will remain East about three 
months. , 

A MOCK-AUCTION SWINDLE. 

No. 300 State street, where aggpock auction is 
ruu by M. Levy and a gang of cappers, duly li- 
censed by the Mayor, is a good place for suck- 
ers“ to steer clear of.

and earthly homes. We should not be dis- 
couraged over this, because one mansion 
leads to Another, and what is called death 
is only amew form of birth which leads out 
into the great mansions beyond. So, could 
people see what is beyond they would fear 
nothing more than to be obliged to live for- 
ever in these earthly mansions, where they 
are like people within a house looking 
through the windows at the reality beyond, 
but not reaching it until the doors are 
thrown open andthe house is fett behind. 
The deceased was one of ten children of 
strong New Eugland stock, and his early 
childhood was biessed with the kind influ- 
ences of brothers and sisters.

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THE COPELAND MURDER. 


A Full Confession by Makison at Ke- 
wanee, III.—He Will Mave an Exame 
ination. This Morning, After Which 
the Excited People Wiil Probably 
Mang Him. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
KEWANEE, III., Aug. 29.—Great excite- 
ment has prevailed here today, and the vil- 
lage has been crowded with sober, deter- 
mined men from the country, and, while 
everything has been quiet, it was evident 
there was no sympathy for the party sus- 
pected of the Copeland murder, There was 
no violence threatened, under the assurance 
of the officers that the prisoner should not 
be removed from town until after his exam- 
ination, which will occur tomorrow morn- 
ing. Last evening the news was circulated 
that Welch, the bank-robber, had arrived and 
been placed in the lockup with the suspected 
murderer, as aman was seen to be brought 
in from Galva by an officer, and the crowd 
did not realize their mistake until this after- 
noon, when the supposed Welch and Maki- 
son, the murderer, with a few citizens, were 
seen returning from the vicinity of the 
crime, and it was soon known that Welch 
was an officer of Pinkerton’s, and that a full 
confession had been made, and the stolen 
property found where he had concealed it 

after the murder. The pocketbook, 8160 

in money, the stolen note were 

found in the place he pointed out. 

He claims to have gone to the 

house without any particular motive, and,

He then fired three shots at her, hit- 
ting her twice, killing her. He then went 
into an adjoining room, robbed a trunk of $78 
in bills: also stole a pocket-book 
containing $38 and some trinkets from 


the clock, and these he carried away and hid 


along the road running at the back of the 
farm. He then came back and viewed the 
corpse, went to a neighbor’s, washed, shaved 
ut on a clean shirt, ate dinner, and wentand 
booked at the corpse again, and then 
came to town, and when the alarm was given 
a posse was raised to hunt the murderer, 
and he at once joinedin the hunt, and was so 
occupied when arrested. District-At- 
torney Thomas Mitchrist once 
sent to Pinkerton's agency, and a 
detective was sent out, with the above 
described result.

LABOR AND CAPITAL. 


The Great Strike at Pittsburg a ite 
resented as Ended, According to the 
Employers. 

Svecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

PitTsBuRG, Pa., Aug. 29.—The morning 
papers had sensational articles on the iron 
strike to the effect that the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Iron Association at a meeting 
yesterday evening took a decisive step to- 
ward breaking the strike by offering to re- 
sume at once at last year’s rate for puddling 
and withdrawing opposition to the mill com- 
mittee. This committee has held daily ses- 
sions for a week or two, the object being to 
formulate questions and arguments to be pre- 
sented to the Tariff Commission when it shall 
reaoh this city. It is probable, however, that 
at yesterday’s meeting the subject of the 
strike was considered informally, and the 
members of the committee, seven in number, 
ay have expressed a willingness to start 
their mills on the terms specified above. 
Chairman Oliver, of the committee, said this 
evening: “The strike will end itself before 
long, as it has been gradually breaking for 
some time past. Every non-union mill has 
been a success, Some of my workmen who 
visited the McKeesport mill pronounced it a 
success under the new men. This, I am 
sure, could not have been done five months 
ago. 

A prominent manufacturer said this after- 
noon: “Over 108 mills in this city and in 
the West will be running within the next ten 
days. ‘There will be no trouble in getting 
the union men to back to work.“ The

Stocks were more active than they have been, 
and opened and closed strong.

It was said that Vander- 
bilt and Gould were supporting their respective 
stocks, which ought not to be necessary in a bull 
market. New York advices predicted a strong 
opening this morning. 

The Ontario & Western circular says the com- 
pany has determined to deliver the Butfulo & 
West Shore bonds to those who go elect on Sept. 
1, and notice of such privilege is by this circular 
given. The bonds so delivered will be ex-cou- 
pon of Jan. 1, 1883, but will bear coupous falling 
due Juty 1, 1883. 

A Wall street news company telegraphed that 
the market was strengthened by some of the 
large room traders and the support of one or 
more prominent professional operators. New 
Jersey Central earnings for June, July, and Au- 
gust increased $500,000. Itis understood that a 
certain great trickster is trying to depress 
Louisville & Nasville to purchase. 

Klernan's news letter said there bas been 
some change of feeitng since Saturday. Houses 
bearish last week say the market can be bought 
on reactions. The. people who look at general 
causes are very bullish for the fall. The bear 
element is confined to operators who are short, 
and to a small but very well informed party 
which says there is something very unfavorable 
liable to take place, which occurring will pro- 
duce a decline of 3@5 points in the general tist. 
It is alleged that Gould has made a turn of some 
importance in Denver. There was a rumor that 
gold shipments would be made this week, but no 
contirmation of the rumor could be obtained. 
A leading member of the board said: “High 
prices, uncertainty of money, trade balances, 
and prospective gold shipments are keeping 
the market dull. I do not look fora bull mar- 
ket for some time.“ Actual rates remained at 
the goid shipping point. There was less demand 
for short exchange and more for cables. 
Drawers unite in saying that rates must be 
lower, but when is uncertain. There are a few 
commercial bills On cotton, but more on grain. 
Exports of grain on August contracts will be 
heavy fora few days. The duliness of Omaha 
preferred and the activity of the common is 
thought to indicate a greater advance in the 
latter. A Director of Jersey Central says the 
earnings of the road are excellent, and the car- 
rying out of pians for the reduction in expenses 
should enable the payment of dividends. It is 
understood there has already been a con- 
siderable decrease in operating expenses. 
The President of a promineut coal road says the 
curtailment of production bas had an exceilent 
effect upon the trade. Confidence in the main- 
tenance of prices for the balance of the year has 
in consequence become general. The decline in 
Tennessee mixed bonds was on the forced sale 
of a few bonds. A numberof the compromise 
bonds were thrown over and weakened the mar- 
ket. Trainsonthe Lackawanna extension can 
be run to East Buffalo, but the road will not be 
opened for business to the International Bridge 
until Sept. 15 and te Buffalo before Oct.1.

There is ex- 
celient authority for saying that the reported 
agreements between this company and the Lake 
Shore, Wabash & Nickel- Plate“, have as yet 
no foundation in fact.

Steam Navigation on the Lakes. 

A review of the progress of steam navigation 
on the lakes shows that up to 1830 there had 
been built steamers measuring 2.128 tons. The 
steamer Ontario, 231 tons, built at Sackett’s Har- 
bor in 1816, was the first steamer on the Ameri- 
ean side. The Frontenac was launched about 
the same time on the Canadian: side. The next 
steamers were the Sapha, of forty-seven tons, at 
Sackett’s Harbor in 1818, and the Walk - in- the- 
Water, at Black Rock in the same year. Down to 
1820 there were only three steamers on the 
Nortbern lakes measuring 623 tons. In 1822 the 
Superior, 340 tons, was built at Buffalo. The 
following year the 
tons, was launched at Black Rock, and the Pio- 
neer, 124 tons, in 1825, at Buffalo, followed in 
1826 by the Niagara, 156 tons, the Henry Clay, of 
301 tons, and the Enterprise, at Cleveland, of 214 
tons. This was the first steamer builtat Cleveland. 
The William Penn, 214 tons, came out this year. 
The Erie, a small steamer, ninety-three tons, 
completes the list for that decade, making eight

A NURSERY AND FRUIT FARM. 

On my retarn from Carth 1 stopped at the 
nursery and fruit farm of Mr. Thomas Freed, 
formerly of New Albany, Ind. Mr. Freed bought 
an improved farm of eighty acres, about four 
miles from Carthage, a year ago last November. 
pay $22.50 per acre. He has since been of- 
fered per acre, and refused it. I cite Mr. 
Freed’s case because it is similar to many others 
of which I have heard. Mr. came here to 
better himself and to try to select a more 
healthy home for his family. He looked at the 
place which be now occupies, but concluded to 
go on to Kansas. He went to Oswego and Far- 
sons; but, flug nothing that suited him 
80 well he wrote back and secured his present 
farm. He has on the place 1,500 apple-treesand 
out half that number of peach-trees. He has 
sold this year about 250 buebels of peaches at 
$1.25 per bushel. He expecta to sell about 1,000 
pounds of grapes, for which he will get four 
cents per pound. He thinks he will have about 
1,000 bushels of apples, which are worth here 
$1.25 per bushel. His melons and vegetables 
have brought him in something over $100. 

POLITICS. 

I was surprised to.find that the newly-settled 
counties were decidedly Republican in politics. 
Jasper County, which has been a Democratic 
stronghold, went Republican at the last elec- 
tion. Many people predict that, if the influx of 
Northern people continues, it will not be long 
before Missouri will be a Republican State. | 
do not wish to be understood, however, that 
Northerners are the only settlers coming into 
this part of the State, as I bave met many Ken- 
tuckians and Teunesseeans, who are thrifty and 
industrious citizens. 

The entire secdon is remarkably free from 
tramps and thieves, and the people seem to bave 
every contidence in euch other, as they leave 
theit doors and windows open both day and 
night.

MAYOR HARRISON. 


Another Non-Partisan "leeting of Dem- 
ocrats to Prepare tor His Heception. 
‘he queerest and fishiest political scheme 

ever concocted in this.city is that to give 
Mayor Harrison a non-partisan reception and 
welcome on the oocasion of his return from 
Europe. One or two meetings have already 
been held to this end, and another was called 
to be held in the Council Chamber last even- 
ing. There were present such representa- 
tive non-partisan citizens as Joseph Chester- 
field Mackin, the non-partisan Secretary, and 
F. A. Hoffman, the non-partisan ex-Chair- 
man of the Democratic County Central Com- 
mittee, Charley Cameron, the non-partisan 
City-Prosecutor and stump-speaker, the dis- 
tinguished non-partisan ex-Judges Moore, 
Wallace, and Forrester, the non-partisan 
Democratic Aldermen Wickersham, Ryan, 
aud Sheridan, the Mayor’s non-partisan Sec- 
retary, T. O. Thompson, the Inspector of 
non-partisan gas, Col. Baldwin, and a host 
of other non-partisans, including such polit- 
ical lignts as R. J. Prendergast, Mattie Gil- 
day, Tom MeNally, J. J. Curran, Lawrence 
Ennis, Frank Walker, T. J. Darcy, Sam 
Chase, David Suilivan, Mike Wasserman, 
and Barrister Keogh. It was a  singu- 
lar circumstance, which was doubtless 
unavoidable, that all these non-parti- 
sans were Democrats, and Democrats, 
with but few exceptions, who 
had something to expect from the 
Mayor. There was not a single Kepublican 
in this eminently “non-partisan” meeting, 
but there were a score of the most active 
workers in the Democratic party who would 
never associate themselves with any non- 
partisan affair in this or any other city. 

Ald, Wickersham, the non-partisan Demo- 
cratic Alderman from the First Ward, called 
the meeting to order, and announced that it 
had been thought best by the friends of 
Mayor Harrison, “ irrespective of party,“ to 
tender him a reception on his return from 
Europe. To make the 92 the proper 
kind of a thing arrangements and organiza- 
tion were necessary. With that end in view 
he nominatea ex.fudge S. M. Moore as 
Chairman, and the nemination was carried 
by acclamation by the non-partisans present 
in the meeting. 

Judge Moore took the platform and an- 
nounced the pleasure he had in assuming 
control of a non-partisan meeting. The 
meeting was held entirely as a non-partisan 
affair, and was simply intended as a compli- 
ment to the Executive of Chicago. In a line 
with the non-partisan character of the meet- 
ing the Judge proceeded to eulogize the 
best” in a manner which could not be ex- 
celled in any cawpaign speech. 

The distinguished non-partisans Harry 
Rubens, David Sullivan, and George Hibbon 
were nominated and elected Secretaries, and 
those other distinguished Democratic non- 
partisans, ex-Judges Wallace and Forrester, 
R. J. Prendergast, and F. A. Hoffman were 
duly elected V ice-Presidents. 

The Chairman was instructed by resolu- 
tion to announce a Committee of Arrange- 
ments, to cunsist of twenty-five citizens, to 
take entire charge of the reception. 

Judge Wallace let off a few fireworks, illu- 


moved the appointment of a Committee on 
Reception. 

Mr. Van Pelt, fresh from his experience in 
the Cook County Democratic Club, made a 
delicate allusion to the necessity for hard 
cash, and therefore moved the appointment 
of a Committee on Finance. 

Both suggestions were adopted. 

Barrister Keogh, in one of his most elo- 
quent and impressive speeches, inquired 
when the Mayor would arrive.
